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We Don't Understand This Strike 


We admit to being puzzled by features 
of the Atlanta transportation strike which 
have left the city without transport. 


We do not understand the desperate 
need to strike when the men and women 
in the system are being paid wages higher 
than those in any other Southeastern 
System with the one exception of New 
Orleans, where they are equal. 


Certainly the employees were not, 
therefore, being exploited, and the situa- 
tion seemed, to the outside observer, to 
have been one in which a mutual atmos- 
phere of determination to reach an avree- 
ment by making the required c e »ro- 
mises, might have prevailed. If neither side 
will compromise a position, then there 
are no true negotiations and certainly 
there is no valid bargaining. 

Nor do we understand the heavy in- 
crease in demands which were reportedly 
made near midnight Saturday, a short 
while before the contract expired. 


We choose to continue not to believe 
the report which has been current in the 
city for two weeks, namely, that State 
Legislator Jesse Walton, head of the trans- 
port union, was determined to have a 
strike so as to embarrass the City Admin- 
istration. We cannot believe so cynical a 
report, and do not, but the story persists 
and the strike does contain inexplicable 


elements. The sudden near doubling of 
demands near midnight Saturday appar- 
ently had but one purpose, the prevention 
of any extension of negotiations and the 
assurance of work stoppage. 

We want the workers to have what they 
should have. We believe this could have 
been had without a strike. 

We also want the peopie of Atlanta 
to have adequate transportation service. 
If the price of riding goes up to 12% or 
15 cents per ride, there will be fewer rid- 
ers. There will be fewer busses, There 
will be fewer jobs. The cost of living index 
is turning down. Yet, as we examine the 
demands on the basis of what little infor- 
mation is available, it does seem true that 
the wage demands are less than the cost 
that would be added by changes in work 
ing conditions. A high wage demand for 
men already at the top of their field in 
the Southeast, plus a further increase in. 


wages almost equalling the wage demands | 


from changed working conditions, does 
not fit into the labor policy as laid down 
by W. L. Green, Philip Murray, and Wal- 
ter Reuther, of the AFL, the CIO, and the 
United Automobile Workers. This, too, 
puzzles us in considering the strike and 
trying to analyze what is really behind it. 
If there is an explanation, we’d like to see 
it made public. Why can’t the busses start 
and negotiations continue? 


A Moral Issue for Council 


Atlanta’s City Council will have pre- 
sented to it today a bill to outlaw the 
wearing of masks by any organization. 
The bill is backed by the Junior Chamber 
of Commerce. It is aimed not merely at 
the Ku Klux Klan but at any other organi- 
zation which might seek to mask its activi- 
ties and its membership. 

The United States has declared the 
various klan organizations to be subver- 
sive to the safety of this country and its 
constitutional rights. 


It means any Federal employe can be 
dismissed for membership. We trust the 
proper authorities will begin to check on 
who goes up to the Ku Klux halls. It 
means a man may be dismissed from the 
Army and Navy if a member. The Klan 
is subversive, officiaily. 


$0, we trust the City Council will go 


on record. It is a clear-cut, moral issue. 


The Klan is a cancer anywhere it is 
established. Let Council give answer.

The big reason is that the Soviet block- 
ade has failed, but the West’s counter- 
blockade has succeeded. In the traditional 
pattern of European economy, Eastern 
Europe, now dominated by Russia, ex- 
changed raw materials for manufactured 
goods from Western Europe. 


Behind the West’s counter-blockade, 
Eastern Europe now finds itself without 
goods—and without freedom as well. The 
standard of living is considerably lower 
than before the Russians came. That sit- 
uation has become so embarrassing that 
the Soviets have no alternative but to 
attempt to remedy it. 


A settlement emphatically is to be de- 
sired. If the Berlin threat can be removed 
the world can go forward, at least for a 
time, with one less nagging worry.

What Can We Do About China? 


WASHINGTON—Events as they are unfolding in China are disturbing to many of our people. 
The Communists are gaining victories of the first magnitude which indicate that they will be in com- 


ests are involved in a number of ways. 


-plete ¢ontrol of the country within another year or so. 
For one thing, 


For us this is distressing news. Our inter- 
it raises the prospect that China, dominated 


by a Communist puppet regime, will exercise its Big Five veto rights in the United Nations on the 


side of Soviet Russia. 


But more important is the prospect that trade with China will be shut off, much 


as it has been with other countries behind the Iron Curtain. 


It has other implications of a still more serious 
character. If Moscow succeeds in acquiring China 
as a gigantic new satellite, it raises the possibility 
of the whole of Asia being absorbed by the Com- 
munist philosophy. Aside from matters of 
trade and ideology, it is not to our best interests 
to see the teeming millions of Asia’s man power 
brought under Soviet domination and influence. 


After spending all of the effort we did te 
rescue China from the Japanese, it is not very 
encouraging now to see another power step 
in and take over the frrits of our labor. ft 
probably means the end of the Open Door 
policy we have soucht to maintain with re- 
spect to China for all these years. 


Some of our statesmen are disturbed to the 
extent that they are demanding we send addi- 
tional billions to China for the defense of the 
country against Communism. Since VJ Day 
we have already extended aid to the Nationalist 
Government, until recently headed by Chiang 
Kai-shek, valued at $2,000,000,000, plus surplus 
war materials originally costing another billion. 
Of the supplies we have sent them about 95 per- 
cent have been lost to the Reds, together with 
over a million men. : 

The chances are that if we sent them addi- 
tional billions in supplies they would be wasted 
in the same way, ultimately to fal] into Com- 
munist hands. It would probably serve also 
only to alienate large numbers of Chinese who, 
weary from long years of war, might feel that 
our aid would merely prolong their misery. 

This is the underlying reason behind the ac- 
tion of Secretary of State Acheson in turning 
thumbs down on proposals for further Chinese 
aid. . The Administration probably regards the 
situation there as a gigantic rathole that is be- 
yond our means to help—unless we want to send 


troops in, and nobody wants that, of course. None 
of our thinking people, anyway. 

What we need to do about China is view the 
situation realistically for what it is. China, with 
its low standards of living and its meager income 
for the people, is perhaps the most fertile spot 
in the world for Communism. In a country 
where the per capita earnings of the people 
amounts to a trivial comparison to what it is 
here, the soil is rich for Communism. The peo. 
ple probably feel that they could not be worse 
off. There is not much to choose between their 
present condition and what Communism has to 
offer 

That, plus the fact that the people are war- 
weary and have been governed by corrupt lead- 
ers and led by bad generals, accounts for the low 
morale among Nationalist troops resulting in 
mass surrenders with no resistance worthy of 
the name. 


Under the circumstances, there seems to 
be little we can do about China. To give 
them further billions of our money in the 
shape of materials and supplies would only 
invite a repetition of what has happened in 
the past—waste. It would serve no useful 
purpose to do that. 


Much as we dislike it, we might as well leave 
China to its own resources, trusting to the 
judgment of the people to manage things in their 
own way and what they conceive to be to their 
best interests. In that way we at least will con- 
tinue to command a semblance of the respect 
and friendship they have held for us in the past. 
Finally, evidence is still lacking that the Com- 
munist elements in China will be as completely 
under the dominance of the Kremlin as some 
people profess to believe.

The Problems 
Beat Upon You 


If you sit in a newspaper office with an 
open door people come to see you. They and 
their problems beat upon you. You come to 

know the chip on shoulder; the people who try to read some 
hidden and nonexistent meaning in your comment; the people for 
whom you do a thousand favors but who wince and are hurt by 
one honest disagreement; those who are'simple and honest: those 
who are shrewd and cynical. 

The people who grow red around the wattles when public 
housing is mentioned come in to discuss it. They have good argu- 
ments. Prices would stay up. Competition for materials would 
end. And soon. After them come persons desperate for housing; 
the jvomen with too many kids for the housing they have with 
stories of stabbings, fights and quarreling in closely packed houses 
and flats where they are “doubled up.” You come to know that 
juvenile delinquency isn’t a matter of poverty and lack of play- 
grounds, but a matter of family tensions, and that since there are 
more people with more children and they are more crowded, the 
tensions are more constant and are heavier in the houses where 


undressing and going to the bathroom is difficult. 

Old The old people come whose sons and daughters have aban- 
doned them. You hear stories of old persons dying of 

cancer in a rat-infested, roach-ridden room where the stink of 

the cancer fills it and those who wait on them have come to hate 

the poor dying person. You see kids with tuberculosis and see 

where they live and eat and know that it is wrong. 

There come to you, too, businessmen who are in trouble and who 
tell of labor negotiations in which the ability to pay is brushed 
aside. You hear employers say that no longer does a man feel 
pride in his job or feel that he is a part of a business. He has no 
loyalty, they say. 


Farmers Farmers come in. What about the Brannan plan? 
What does it mean? They talk of the fact that a 
man can’t get help; that there is no money to be made farming 
any .more unless you have capital. And machinery. And there 
come, too, the men and women who wave a news story before 
your face and who ask why the farmer is being made rich with 
Government-support prices for potatoes which are burned and eggs 
which are destroyed and milk which isn’t drunk, when they can't 
meet their bills and manage wieners once a week for the kids. 
All of it beats on you and when the day is done you feel as 
tired as if you had been ‘pitching oats all day, except it is not 
a healthy tired that lets a man sleep, but is a tiredness which 
makes one toss and dream and awake with a start and le there 
in the lonely dark thinking about the day that has past and the 
people and troubles it brought. 

A brisk little man of about 70 from Oconee County came in. 
... “People are discontented,” he said. “They don’t know why, 
but they are discontented.” 

He is right. I think I know why. 


Socialism It is pretty easy to see what’s happened, if you've 

been looking all the years. One trouble with 
our civilization is that too many persons think they are too busy 
to look up. And too often those that do look up do so to watch 
the clock for quitting time. 

It is almost as simple as two and two making four. But even 
that simplicity is complicated by the fact there are always some 
persons unwilling to admit that two and two always make four. 

Within the span of life of many persons now living this nation 
has ceased to be a nation of rural people and has become one of 
cities. Here in the South, the political balance still is held by 
the rural regions, but it is slipping away, as the trend to the 
cities is hastened by the change in farming; by the use of ma- 
chinery, and by the coming of industries to the urban centers, 


large and small. 

Jobs There are more than 60,000,000 persons working at jobs 
in this country and as late as six years ago we were 

laughing at economists for saying we would become a nation of 

60,000,000 jobholders. It is fantastic to have that many persons 

at work and still have worry and fear. The pressure on cities 

still is building up. 

It is being built up, unfortunately, by thousands of good men 
and women, and by their sons and daughters, who are basicaily 
unskilled. They don’t know how to do anything. A certain amount 
of unemployment is being built up largely because of this fact and 
because, too, there is a shake-down in personnel and in businesses 
in which the inefficient are being shaken out. 


Fear So, in the constantly increasing cities there is fear and 

there is a growing political demand for attention. It is 
important that we meet it. You see how tragically we fail to 
realize the problem in much of the discussion about the medical 
bill. We oppose, and properly, the Truman bill which would put 
too much political regulation in medicine. But the voluntary in- 
surance plan reveals how widely those behind it miss the point. 
The rates must be made low enough to attract precisely those 
persons which the compulsory scheme was designed to reach— 
namely, the person who cannot afford adequate medical care, who 
avoid charity, and: who consequently are the class which does 
without adequate care. 

The builders ignore that point, too. We are going to be over- 
housed soon in apartments costing from $65 and up, just as they 
say. But we have a great, discontented mass of good people who 
need apartments from $25 to $45. If we don’t supply them their 
discontent will be the steppingstones on which socialization comes. 

The nation isn’t the same one it was 40 and 20 years ago. It 
has changed. Its majority needs and fears and wants are changed. 
It is further complicated by the international pressures. If we 
realize that and move to meet it we can avoid stateism and Social- 
istic politics.. If we keep thinking in the old terms about an Amer- 
ica. that no longer exists—we won't.

The morning after my interview with El Presidente, the phone

ment limousine purred up to the hotel, Eleanor and I groped a 
half-block to the back seat and away we greased. 


Our first stop was at the institution which ca- 
tered exclusively to women in trouble—sort of 
a female fix-it center for ladies who had been given a hotfoot by 
life. Here, neatly costumed girls recorded the beefs of the dis- 
tressed, and at the end of each day handed the cards to Evita, and 
as I got the story the Senora herself reviewed each case history 
and decreed a solution—a job in this office, a treatment in that 
hospital, a handout to cover back bills and even, on occasion, an 
order to some flirty male’to de the right and proper by his gal—or 
else. 

There are several of these silver lining dispensaries in B. A.— 
we visited three of them—and though they obvious purpose is to 
line up votes for E] Coronel and his lady, they’re undoubtedly do- 
ing a lot for the luckless. 

At five, Evita invited us to go along and watch her play Santa 
Claus, first slipping off her diamonds and handing them to a secre- 
tary for safekeeping. 

We followed the Senora down a long hall guarded by gents with 
big muscles and suspicious eyes and entered what looked like a 
courtroom in which a hundred hand-picked paupers from various 
parts of Argentina had been screened and assembled. And there 
for the next two-~hours Evita presided, chatting briefly with each 
hard-knock victim and handing out decisions and money right, left 
and center.

I tried to 
keep count of what was being doled out, but I gave up after half an 
hour of this Latin version of Break the Bank, and as we left the 
64-peso question buzzing in my ears was, “Where does all this 
dough come from?” 

Well, I asked around and the answer is that the gambling houses 
foot the bill—and gambling is big business east of the Andes.

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The Case Against Federal Educational Aid 


With Georgia and the nation busy trying to meet the critical public schools crisis in which Geor- 
gia’s position is perhaps the most acute in all the 48 States, the GEA has turned more strongly than 


ever toward Federal aid. 


proposal for’ Federal aid at a conference in Washington. 


recently the U. S. Chamber of Con 


merce announced tts opposition to the 
Because of the interest in the problem, The 


Atlanta Constitution presents the Chamber's arguments without comment, although certainly we agree 
that-Argument No. 5 is not to be disputed and is the chief factor in our present crisis. 


Five major objections to the Federal aid-to- 
education bill, which has been approved by the 
Senate Committee on Education and Labor, were 
cited by the Chamber of Commerce spokesmen. 
These, together with a summary of the argu- 
ments used by the officials, are as follows: 


(1) Federal aid to education is unnecessary. 
Every State can, by increasing its expenditures 


for schools, provide adequate educational facilli- 


ties. No State is spending as much of its in- 
come for schools today as it did before the war. 
In 1940-41, 16 States spent more than 3 percent 
of their income, and two more than 4 percent, for 


schools. Last year_only 11 States spent more 


than’ 2 percent, and not a single State spent 
3 percent. As a result, the national average 


expenditure for education has dropped from 
2.55 percent to 1.56 percent. If the States allo- 
cated as much of their income for education in 
1949 as they did in 1940, there would be no pres- 
sure for Federal assistance. 


(2) Federal aid will mean Federal con- 
trol. Regardless of the arguments used by 
those favoring Government assistance, Fed- 
eral aid will inevitably lead to some sort of 
dictation from Washington. It would tend 
to develop a centralized school system, with 
inherent dangers to the American way of 
life. No matter how many safeguards are 
placed in the Federal-aid law, once the prin- 
ciple is established, control is bound to come 
through administrative decisions, Federal 
auditors, court decisions an‘ riders to future 
appropriations. 


ISSUES UNSOLVED 

(3) Federal aid will not meet the basic needs 
of American education. Three major needs con- 
front the schools at present: an adequate supply 


of elementary teachers, more buildings and better 
supplies. A $300,000,000 grant from Washington 
may increase teacher salaries somewhat, but that 
will not be a sufficient inducement to get stu- 
dents to enter the teaching profession. Under 
the proposed law (S. 246) none of the money 
would go for the construction of school build- 
ings or the purchase of supplies. The money 
would be designated for current’ operating ex- 
penses. Hence, the major issues would still re 
main unsolved. Only by taking over complete 
responsibility and spending billions of Federal 
funds annually could the needs of education be 
met. 


(4)/Local control and initiative would be 
weakéned. Historfcally, the American sys- 
tem df education has been developed on a 
local and State basis. That is the democratic 
way, as it brings the people into direct con- 
tact with their own schools. Once the sup- 
port comes from Washington, local initiative 
and sense of responsibility would be lost. 
Everyone, including the taxpayers, would 
look to the Federal Government to supply 
the basic needs of the schools. 


CONSOLIDATION OF DISTRICTS 

(5) Federal aid would retard necessary con- 
solidations. At present many inefficient school 
districts manage to struggle along, maintaining 
an inadequate school program. The small dis- 
tricts are gradually disappearing, through re- 
organization and consolidation. However, once 
Federal aid is provided, these inefficient dis- 
tricts will receive enough additional funds from 
the Government to continue to struggle along. 
Federal aid .will, therefore, “freeze” many dlis- 
tricts and prolong their existence long after 
they should have disappeared.

McCarran plans to have his committee 
conduct an investigation of the Administra- 
tion’s policy in China.

The Nevada Senator arranged for Chennault’s 

appearance before the Joint Committee following 
a conference with Sens. Stvles Bridges, Republi- 
can. New Hampshire, and Kenneth Wherry, Re- 
publican, Nebraska, both sharp opponents of the 
Administration’s policy in China. The two Re. 
publican leaders held a long private talk Thurs- 
day with President Truman and Secretary of 
State Acheson on China. 

It was reliably learned that following this 
White House meeting, the two Republican lead- 
ers conferred with a number of their colleagues. 
They reported Acheson had done most of the talk- 
ing, citing a long list of failures, corruption and 
other shortcomings of the Chiang Kai-shek re- 
gime. 


Acheson was reported to have told Wher- 
ry and Bridges that Chiang completely dis- 
_yegarded the recommendations for military, 
social and economic reforms made by U. §S. 
experts and advisers. As a result, Chiang’s 
government and armies were honeycombed 
with graft and incompetence and had neither 
the leadership nor morale te withstand the 
Communists. 


Wherry and Bridges told their colleagues that 


while they received considerable information that 
had been withheld from them, they still were 


not satisfied with the outcome of their White

“4 Retires, Plain Tired 


By DORIS LOCKERMAN 
A golden - haired, kind - eyed little 
woman still remembered by many as the 
Angel of the Depression, can reach up this 


morning, turn off the alarm and go back to sleep. 


She has earned her rest. 

Mrs. Mabel Curry retired Friday as Director of Public Assist- 
ance in the Fulton County Welfare Department, “just plain tired.” 

“I want to find out how it will be not to measure each gulp of 
coffee by the clock each morning, how it will seem to sit in the 
sunlight and think... .” 

For 32 years, Mrs. Curry has been a pioneer social worker, watch- 
ing Atlanta’s care of its poor change from the catch-as-catch-can 
of the early ’20s to the organized business that is relief today, with 
strict provisions from State and Federal authorities for the “rights” 
of citizens. 

“And still there is never enough to go around,” she sighed last 
week as she contemplated closing her files. “It is too big a prob- 
lem for me to solve!” 

Mrs. Curry, minute-sized and vivid, came to Atlanta in 1917, 
joined the Family Welfare Society after finishing in Social Work 
at the Ohio State University Graduate School and the University 
of Chicago. 

When the great depression struck, she was called in to become 
director of Atlanta’s Unemployment Relief Office, at the side .of 
W. E. Mitchell, Special Relief Chairman, to fend off, with inade- 
quate and meager grocery order, the gaunt wolves of hunger which 
stalked the land in those fearful days. 

Within a year, the initial staff of 35 gathered to man the 
first agency of its kind in this community had grown to 200 work- 
ers, and the number of cases had risen to a foreboding 12,000, des- 
perate for food and shelter. 

Then, when Federal Emergency Relief took over the task of 
dividing subsistence among the needy, Mrs. Curry remained as 
FERA director, guiding the new agency amid the perilous stream 
of hundreds of men, heads of families, who stormed the doors for 
work relief, their only hope for a way to live and feed the hungry 
mouths at home. 

There were many nights Mrs. Curry and her aides worked until 
morning distributing the largess that was never enough to stem 
the need. 

She pioneered again. 

When the present Fulton County Board of Public Welfare was 
organized in 1935, Mrs. Curry had a large share in the initial plan-

This concern has also built many 
other type garage doors in their 
factory in Detroit, during their 20 
years of actual door building and 
designing. Among their many 
types of doors are the swing-up 
doors, semicanopy, canopy and 
metal doors. 


Swing-up doors are an old story 
with them and they still build one 
of the best lightweight swing-up 
doors on the market. When up, 
they are entirely inside the ga- 
rage, protected from wind and 
weather. These doors also are dif- 
ferent from the standard Craw- 
ford Door in that they have a 
separate spring at each side so 
that the corners are lifted inde- 
pendently, as in most other doors.

WASHINGTON —(f)\-—-The 
United States intends to see that 
any arms supplied to the Atlantic 
Pact countries are used strictly to 
bolster this area’s defenses, Gov- 
ernment officials said yesterday. 

The Administration plans to lay 
down conditions in advance to 
prevent diverting any American 
weapons outside. 

This means, for instance, they 
said, that the Dutch and the 
French could not use American 
guns, ammunition and equipment 
in Indonesia and French Indo. 
china. 

The American Government 
would reserve the right to halt all 
arms shipments to any country 
violating these conditions. 

These officials emphasized, how- 
ever, they expect no trouble on 
this point. Neither the French or 
the Dutch nor any other country 
which may receive American arms 
has any illusions about this. they 
said. 

Firm conditions would be writ- 
ten into the arms contracts mainly 
as precautions. some congression

be granted to any person or pe 
sons unless they be proven of 
good moral character. In every in- 
stance such person or persons to 
submit to finger-printing and a 
thorough investigation be made by 
local and State authorities. 

2. We recommend that the law 
enforcing authorities and agencies 
conduct a more extensive policing 
of the wine and beer taverns for 
many of these places seem to be 
headquarters for organized crim- 
inal and morally subversive ele- 
ments in our community life.

Thrives in Wheeler

ALAMO—A super type of blue 
“Sweet” lupine, measuring six feet 
in height on many acres, is being ~ 
grown in: Wheeler County. Not 
only is the stand of lupine, which 
covers about 240 acres, outstand- 
ing from a growth standpoint, but 
C. E. Hinson grazes his herd of 
Black Angus on it in the Winter 
and sometimes “hogs” it off after 
maturity of the seed. 

Hinson says it is a fine soil 
builder and that he will harv~st at 
least 200,000 pounds of seed from 
it this season. He plants on an av 
erage of 300 acres every year and 
keeps five combines in readiness 
to harvest the seed when the crop 
ripens.
